SCHOOL  WARRANT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town 
of  Greenland  qualified,  to  vote  in  District  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Central  School 
in  said  district  on  the  eighth  day  of  March,  1949,  at 
eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  two  members  for  the  School  Board ;  one 
to  serve  for  one  year ;  one  to  serve  for  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of 
any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  officers  heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote 
relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  purchase  a  school  bus  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  pupils  through  the  facilities  of  the  State  Pur- 
chasing Agent. 

9.  If  the  preceding  article  is  adopted  to  see  if  the 
District  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $400.00 
for  the  partial  payment  of  said  school  bus  and  authorize 
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the  School  Board  to  issue  serial  notes  for  an  amount  not 
to  exceed  $3,800.00  in  the  name  of  and  on  the  credit  of 
the  District :  Said  notes  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  Chapter 
72  of  the  Revised  Laws;  and  to  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  determine  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest,  the  rate  of  interest  and  all  other 
matters  in  connection  with  the  financing  of  this  project. 

10.  To  see  if  the  district  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  sell  the  coal  stoker. 

11.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  petition  the 
State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  appro- 
priation to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and 
for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropria- 
tion of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from 
the  State  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income;

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  annual  report 
as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

In  the  long  run  a  community  provides  the  kind  of 
education  for  its  children  and  youth  that  the  whole 
community  wants.  The  school  does  not  belong  to  the 
superintendent,  the  principal,  or  the  teachers.  It  belongs 
to  all  the  people.  All  American  youth  need  formal  educa- 
tion at  least  until  they  reach  the  age  of  eighteen.  For 
such  education  to  be  meaningful  to  them,  modifications 
must  be  made  in  many  current  school  programs  which 
were  originally  designed  primarily  for  pupils  seeking 
entrance  to  college. 

Some  objectives  generally  accepted  by  good  modern 
schools  are  listed. 

The  school  should 

1.  develop  self -disciplined  and  responsible  citizens 
who  will  live  harmoniously  with  other  members  of 
the  community. 

2.  develop  and  promote  good  physical  and  mental 
health. 

3.  develop  in  the  youth  the  ability  to  use  the  tools  of 
learning  effectively. 

4.  develop  in  each  youth  employable  skills  for  secur- 
ing a  respectable  place  in  society. 

5.  teach  youth  to  use  leisure  time  wisely. 

6.  provide  experiences  to  develop  worthy  home  mem- 
bership. 

7.  give  knowledge  of  how  to  purchase  and  use  goods 
and  services  intelligently. 
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8.  develop  an  interest  in  and  an  appreciation  of  art, 
music,  radio,  screen  and  stage. 

9.  stimulate  interest  in  and  an  understanding  of  the 
part  that  science  plays  in  modern  living. 

For  education  to  attain  these  objectives,  the  first  re- 
quirement is  full  cooperation  of  citizens  and  parents, 
teachers  and  students. 

A  second  requirement  is  to  have  competent  teachers  in 
charge  of  our  young  people,  for  a  school  can  be  no 
stronger  than  the  teachers  who  are  employed  there. 

A  third  requirement  is  to  have  adequate  physical 
facilities  such  as  school  building  and  playgrounds  which 
will  assist  rather  than  hinder  the  attainment  of  the  ob- 
jectives of  modern  education.  Following  are  some  yard- 
sticks which  can  be  used  to  help  us  to  determine  how 
adequate  our  present  facilities  are: 

1.  Housing  Facilities  —  Does  the  building  provide 
accommodations  to  meet  increasing  enrollments 
so  that  no  room  needs  to  house  more  than  twenty- 
five  students? 

2.  Age  of  Building  —  Is  the  building  modern  enough 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  present  day  education? 

3.  Size  of  Playground  —  Does  the  playground  meet 
the  national  standard  of  five  acres  for  the  site 
and  an  additional  acre  for  each  hundred  students? 

4.  Provisions  for  Cafeteria  and  Auditorium  — 
Does  the  building  have  a  cafeteria  and  a  combina- 
tion auditorium  and  gymnasium? 

If  some  of  the  above  requirements  are  not  being  met 
to  the  degree  which  you  feel  they  should  be,  may  I  en- 
courage you  to  give  serious  consideration  regarding  what 
can  be  done  to  fulfill  these  needs,  for  I  am  sure  that  you 
as  an  active  and  interested  citizen  are  eager  to  have 
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your  community  provide  the  best  possible  training  which 
it  can  afford  for  its  young  people.  There  is  no  better 
investment  in  this  troubled  world  than  investment  in 
youth. 

Greenland  is  to  be  complimented,  for  the  school  pro- 
gram and  school  plant  meet  most  of  the  above  require- 
ments very  adequartely.  The  immediate  problem  seems 
to  be  the  overcrowded  condition  which  exists  in  the 
first  and  second  grade  room.  Serious  thought  should  be 
given  to  this  situation,  for  there  is  every  indication  that 
the  incoming  classes  will  be  increasingly  larger  for  the 
next  several  years. 

The  school  year  1948-49  opened  with  two  new  teachers. 
Mrs.  Lillian  Hodges  replaced  Mrs.  Christine  Chadwick  as 
teacher  of  grades  three  and  four  and  Miss  Beulah  Chan- 
dler replaced  Mrs.  Elisabeth  Mudgett  as  teacher  of 
grades  five  and  six.  Mrs.  Margaret  Blakeney  and  Mr. 
Joseph  Grilli  returned  as  regular  teachers.  This  staff 
is  supplemented  by  Mrs.  Leona  Foster  as  Music  instruct- 
or, and  Miss  Mabel  Thaxter  as  Home  Economics  in- 
structor. This  is  a  well-trained  and  competent  staff  of 
teachers  and  gives  the  boys  and  girls  of  Greenland  a 
well-rounded  program  of  education.  I  feel  that  the 
educational  opportunity  in  Greenland  compares  very 
favorably  with  that  in  other  communities  of  similar  size. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  school  building  is  used 
as  a  community  building.  It  is  also  a  satisfaction  to  find 
that  the  building,  in  spite  of  the  use  which  it  receives, 
is  always  neat  and  clean.  This  speaks  well  for  the 
custodian,  Mr.  J.  Adams  deRochmont. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Parent-Teacher  Associa- 
tion for  the  contribution  which  it  is  making  to  the  school 
program.  The  Hot  Lunch  program  is  something  very 
much  worthwhile  and  is  of  real  benefit  to  the  boys  and 
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girls  and  teachers.  Mrs.  Mary  deRochmont  and  her  assist- 
ants deserve  a  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  fine  planning 
and  work  which  they  are  doing  on  this  program. 

I  call  to  your  attention  the  reports  and  tables  which 
follow.  I  trust  that  these  will  be  of  interest  to  all  parents 
and  citizens. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Greenland,  the  members 
of  the  School  Board  and  the  teachers  for  their  fine 
cooperation  and  support.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  The  School  Board  of  Greenland : 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  annual  report  as 
principal  of  the  Greenland  Central  School,  the  third  in 
the  series. 

The  1948-49  school  year  brought  several  changes  in 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  Greenland  Central  School.  Mrs. 
Blakeney  retained  her  position  as  teacher  of  grades  one 
and  two;  Mrs.  Hodges  took  over  the  teaching  duties  of 
grades  three  and  four ;  Miss  Chandler,  a  new  member  of 
the  staff  and  Mr.  Grilli  shared  their  teaching  duties  in 
the  four  upper  grades,  Miss  Chandler  teaching  math.  5, 
6,  7,  8;  science  7,  8;  geography  5,  6;  history  5,  6.  Mr. 
Grilli  teaching  English  5,  6,  7,  8 ;  science  5,  6 ;  history  7,  8 ; 
Manual  training  7,  8. 

The  four  upper  grades  have  had  departmentalized 
teaching  for  three  years  and  the  results  have  proved 
that  more  effective  instruction  is  gained  through  this 
arrangement. 

In  the  1947-48  school  year  the  8th  grade  history  class 
received  new  history  texts,  in  1948-49,  the  7th  grade 
received  new  history  texts.  These  texts  are  a  great 
improvement  over  the  previous  ones  for  the  material  is 
brought  up  to  date  to  include  the  Truman  Administration 
and  the  United  Nations.  In  1948-49  new  geography  texts 
were  procured  for  grades  7-8  and  new  math  books  for 
grade  7.  New  math  books  should  be  procured  for  grade 
8  in  the  coming  year.  At  a  future  date  new  geography 
texts  should  be  procured  for  grades  5-6,  and  possibly  new 
Junior  Business  texts. 

These  new  texts  are  mentioned  for  they  are  material 
proof  that  the  school  board  is  aware  of  our  needs  and  is 
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doing  all  in  its  power  to  keep  our  school  well  supplied 
with  modern  materials  so  essential  in  this  fast-moving 
era. 

I  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly  the  outstanding  work 
the  Greenland  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  carried 
and  is  carrying  on.  A  movie  projector,  screen  and  equip- 
ment was  procured  for  the  school  in  1948.  The  association 
donated  fifty  dollars  for  films  and  maintenance  of  the 
projector;  a  hot  lunch  program  was  sponsored  by  the 
group  is  being  ably  supervised.  When  a  group  of  parents 
and  teachers  through  their  efforts  and  cooperation  can 
achieve  such  worthwhile  projects,  it  is  a  healthy  sign  that 
the  community  is  awake  to  its  educational  needs  and  the 
modern  trends.  Congratulations,  parents  and  teachers, 
for  your  unceasing  labors  to  make  our  school  a  really  good 
school. 

Audio-Visual  aids,  today,  are  stressed  by  modern 
educators  at  every  turn.  The  term  has  permeated  every 
community  and  group  that  is  interested  in  education. 
Too  often,  however,  it  is  difficult  for  small  communities 
to  procure  the  expensive  equipment  needed  to  carry  on 
such  a  program.  Greenland  School  is  indeed  fortunate 
that  it  can  boast  several  such  aids.  The  movie  projector 
procured  by  the  P.T.A.  heads  the  list.  Fifty  dollars  worth 
of  films  have  been  ordered  and  scheduled  for  the  1948-49 
year.  The  films  are  all  educational  and  the  subjects  in- 
clude math,  history,  geography,  civics,  English,  health, 
sports  and  manners.  The  films  are  used  in  the  classroom 
integraded  with  subject  matter  and  also  used  for  assem- 
bly programs.  The  advantages  are  manifold :  they  create 
interest  in  a  subject,  aid  the  non-readers  and  poor  reader, 
help  pupils  understand  a  subject  more  readily,  make 
a  "dry"  subject  appealing  and  interesting,  presents  to 
pupils  what  often  cannot  be  put  into  words,  brings 
life  to  dry  facts  and  brings  the  world  into  the  classroom. 

The  phonograph-radio  combination  presented  to  the 
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school  by  the  1948  Graduating  Class  is  another  aid  used 
a  great  deal  and  appreciated.  The  school  also  has  at  its 
disposal  a  slide  projector  and  a  lantern  slide  projector. 

Greenland  school  is  far  ahead  in  this  phase  of  educa- 
tion compared  with  other  schools  and  communities  of  its 
size  and  many  larger  ones. 

The  hot  lunch  program  sponsored  by  the  Greenland 
P.T.A.  is  something  the  whole  community  should  be  proud 
of.  It  proves  that  with  cooperation,  interest  and  hard 
work,  almost  anything  can  be  accomplished.  The  program 
began  in  November  1948  after  a  long  summer  of  prepara- 
tion, canning  and  preserving.  The  program  is  really  a 
community  project.  Groups  of  mothers  worked  all  sum- 
mer to  preserve  fruits  and  vegetables,  cooking  imple- 
ments were  donated,  cabinets,  lockers,  storerooms  and 
other  equipment  built  by  parents;  labor  and  materials 
donated.  The  parents  who  give  of  their  time  and  labor 
each  day  to  make  the  program  possible  are  doing  a  fine 
job.  They  work  hard  for  a  good  cause  and  enjoy  it.  Some 
of  the  parents  have  told  me  they  look  forward  to  "their 
day  at  school."  If  any  laurels  are  to  be  delivered,  they 
should  go  to  Mrs.  Mary  de  Rochmont  who  is  in  charge  of 
the  hot  lunches.  Mary  may  be  seen  in  the  kitchen,  work- 
ing away  from  early  in  the  morning  'til  late  in  the  day. 
Without  her  the  hot  lunch  program  would  not  have  been 
as  successful  as  it  is. 

To  help  combat  colds  and  get  that  much  needed 
Vitamin  D,  orange  juice  and  tomato  juice  is  served  free 
to  all  pupils  at  recess.  This  is  an  excellent  plan.  The 
teachers  report  that  there  have  been  fewer  colds  this 
year.  The  Greenland  School  is  the  only  one  in  the  Union 
which  serves  fruit  juices  at  recess.  In  fact,  it  is  the  only 
school  in  the  union  which  has  a  hot  lunch  program.  It  is 
reported  that  on  the  average,  80  meals  are  served  each 
day.  This  is  not  counting  the  seconds  and  thirds  that  are

served  gratis.  A  survey  has  been  made  of  other  schools 
serving  hot  lunches  in  regards  to  variety  of  menus.  So 
far,  the  Greenland  School  heads  the  list  for  the  amount 
charged.  This  can  be  ascribed  to  good  management  and 
the  ingenuity  of  our  excellent  cook.  Approximately 
seventy-five  dollars  is  received  as  a  rebate  from  the 
Federal  Government  each  month. 

During  1947-48,  Civics  was  taught  for  a  half  year 
and  Junior  Business  a  half  year  in  place  of  Geography 
in  grades  7  and  8.  Civics  had  never  been  taught  as  a 
regular  subject  previously.  To  make  the  course  really 
effective  and  to  motivate  pupils,  a  new  text  was  procured 
which  gives  a  real  insight  into  the  interrelationship  of 
local,  state  and  national  governments. 

To  make  Junior  Business  more  interesting  and  to  put 
into  practice  what  was  gleaned  from  the  classroom  and 
textbook,  the  two  upper  grades  sponsored  and  carried 
on  a  school  store.  All  members  of  the  class  had  an 
opportunity  to  "clerk,"  share  administrative  duties  and 
"keep  the  books." 

The  Heme  Economics  class  as  in  the  past  is  keeping 
up  its  fine  standard  of  work  under  the  able  leadership  of 
Miss  Thaxter.  In  1947-48  the  group  held  several  lunches 
and  banquets  along  with  its  regular  class  work.  This  year 
two  demonstration  lessons  were  included  in  the  schedule 
sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  General  Electric  and 
Gas  Co.  One  was  a  cooking  demonstration  and  the  other 
a  laundry  demonstration  at  the  Electric  company  model 
kitchen. 

The  manual  training  class  was  continued  this  year 
with  15  seventh  and  eighth  grade  boys.  A  textbook  was 
provided  in  1943  to  get  background  and  technical  ex- 
perience. Besides  learning  the  fundamentals  of  woodwork 
the  boys  receive  practical  experience  doing  odd  jobs 
around  the  school  and  building  scenery. 
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Mrs.  Foster  has  continued  this  year  as  music  instruct- 
or. She  has  created  much  interest  in  music  in  all  grades 
through  the  media  of  the  phonograph,  games,  folk  dances 
and  a  study  of  musical  instruments. 

Mrs.  Sheehy,  the  school  nurse,  has  this  year,  as  in  the 
past,  done  a  fine  job  in  keeping  above  average  the 
health  of  our  boys  and  girls.  Mrs.  Sheehy  visits  the 
classrooms  every  Tuesday  doing  her  routine  check-ups 
and  giving  physical  examinations.  She  also  has  a  deep 
personal  interest  in  each  pupil,  often  making  home  visits. 
The  health  talks  given  in  the  classroom  have  been  very 
inspiring  and  her  talks  with  pupils  regarding  personal 
problems  have  been  very  beneficial. 

A  cumulative  record  folder  has  been  prepared  for 
each  boy  and  girl  in  the  school.  This  folder  is  a  record 
that  follows  each  pupil  from  the  first  grade  to  the 
eighth.  The  material  contained  within  follows  the  pupils 
through  high  school.  Such  personal  information  as 
scholastic  records,  standard  test  scores,  personal  traits, 
extra-curricular  activities  and  other  pertinent  data  is 
kept  in  these  records. 

As  in  the  past  the  teachers  of  the  Greenland  School 
are  striving  to  make  ours  a  constantly  improved  school 
and  in  making  our  boys  and  girls  well-rounded  individ- 
uals who  will  be  a  credit  to  themselves  and  their  com- 
munity. Special  emphasis  is  placed  on  the  academic  sub- 
jects but  other  skills  are  not  neglected.  The  teachers  are 
continuously  planning  and  studying  through  in-service 
training,  ways  and  means  to  improve  skills  such  as 
diction,  oral  reading,  handwriting,  and  vocabulary,  and 
to  create  an  interest  in  school  and  community  affairs, 
self  expression,  good  manners  and  morals,  and  good 
citizenship  of  our  boys  and  girls.  They  and  the  Superin- 
tendent are  continuously  striving  to  ferret  out  the  weak 
points  of  the  school  procedure  and  try  individually  and

collectively  to  strengthen  the  weak  places  in  our  system. 

In  1947-48  the  school  newspaper,  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  Mrs.  Mudgett  won  third  place  in  the  Columbia 
Press  Association.  The  school  publication  is  an  excellent 
means  of  presenting  to  pupils,  parents  and  the  general 
public,  news  of  the  school.  The  school  paper  is  also  an 
excellent  means  of  furthering  literary  aspects  and  creat- 
ing interest  in  writing  and  good  English. 

This  year  the  paper  has  been  changed  from  a  magazine 
publication  to  a  newspaper.  It  is  produced  by  members 
of  grades  7  and  8  as  part  of  their  English  work. 

Even  with  its  limited  budget,  the  school  board  was  able 
this  year  to  do  repair  and  maintenance  work.  The  5th 
and  6th  grade  room  was  redecorated.  The  room  looks  very 
nice  with  its  light  clean  walls.  Perhaps  other  rooms 
can  be  decorated  in  the  coming  year. 

Writing  along  this  vein  reminds  me  that  our  janitor, 
Mr.  Adam  deRochmont,  should  be  congratulated  for 
keeping  the  school  well  cleaned  and  in  fine  condition. 
Mr.  deRochmont  does  his  job  very  ably  and  is  ever  ready 
to  give  a  helping  hand.  What  is  more  important  is  the 
feeling  of  friendliness  that  prevails  between  Mr.  de 
Rochmont  and  the  teachers. 

I  wish  in  closing  to  convey  my  appreciation  to  you  for 
your  constant  interest  in  the  professional  as  well  as  the 
material  side  of  the  school.  Thank  you  for  the  coopera- 
tion, advice,  time  and  effort  you  have  contributed  so 
unsparingly  to  the  well-being  and  functioning  of  our 
school.  I  am  sure  Mr.  Hoyt  and  my  co-teachers  desire 
to  be  included  in  this  statement  and  with  me  pledge  our 
earnest  efforts  to  maintain  a  happy  and  efficient  school 
in  Greenland.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  the  School  Board  of  Greenland: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  from 
January  1,  1948  to  January  1,  1949 : 

At  the  begining  of  the  school  year  schools  are  inspected 
and  fresh  first-aid  supplies  are  placed  in  the  schools  for 
the  use  of  pupils. 

During  the  early  autumn  all  children  are  weighed  and 
measured  and  again  during  the  winter  and  spring  terms. 
A  weight  and  growth  chart  is  kept  in  the  school  for 
pupils.  Examinations  of  eyes,  teeth,  hearing,  tonsils,  and 
posture  are  made.  Skin  and  hair  are  examined  frequently 
Immunization  against  small-pox  and  diphtheria  are 
recorded.  All  defects  found  are  reported  to  parents. 

No  positive  reaction  of  tuberculosis  was  found  through 
the  test  given  at  the  school  last  spring.  A  slight  epidemic 
of  chicken-pox  was  the  only  communicable  disease  of 
this  year. 

All  children  in  grades  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  and  8  were  given  the 
audiometer  test  for  hearing.  The  Maico  individual  test 
was  given  to  the  children  who  did  not  pass  the  group  test. 
I  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we  can  own  a  Maico  Audio- 
meter for  individual  testing.  With  this  audiometer  we 
can  test  the  hearing  of  the  first  and  second  grade  pupils 
which  is  very  important. 

It  is  indeed  gratifying  to  see  the  very  fine  dinner 
which  is  prepared  and  served  to  the  pupils  by  the  parents 
and  Mrs.  Mary  deRochmont.

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REPORT  ON  HOME  ECONOMICS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Our  regular  work  in  the  Home  Economics  class  was 
carried  out  as  usual.  The  girls  in  cooking  learn  to  time 
a  meal  as  to  preparation  and  cooking.  This  was  put  to 
a  test  at  the  time  of  the  School  Board  dinner  in  May.  This 
meal  was  prepared,  cooked  and  served  by  the  eighth 
grade  girls. 

The  final  day  of  Education  Week  the  girls  made 
cookies  in  the  morning  and  served  cookies  and  tea  f ollow- 
ing  the  afternoon  program. 

Our  work  in  sewing,  homemaking  and  house  keeping 
worked  out  as  usual  with  three  exceptions.  In  November 
and  December  the  class  had  two  special  days  sponsored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Gas  and  Electric  Company. 

The  first  was  a  range  demonstration  on  our  range. 
Miss  Dorothy  McLaughlin  and  her  two  aides  cooked  an 
oven  meal,  a  skillet  meal  on  a  surface  burner  and  demon- 
strated the  use  of  the  thrift  cooker.  They  demonstrated 
the  use  of  Chef-foil  in  the  thrift  cooker.  The  girls 
learned  that  this  is  a  time  saver  as  several  vegetables 
may  be  cooked  at  once.  They  also  learned  to  use  stored 
heat,  to  cook  (not  boil)  eggs  and  many  other  clever 
uses  of  the  range. 

In  December  Mrs.  Clyde  Hughes  and  Mrs.  James  Amee 
furnished  transportation  to  the  New  Hampshire  Gas 
and  Electric  Company.  We  had  a  very  interesting  demon- 
stration of  Easy  and  Bendix  washers,  dryers  and  ironers. 

At  Christmas  the  girls  made  candy  and  packed  boxes 
for  the  teachers,  Mr.  deRochemont,  Mrs.  Hughes  and 
Mrs.  Amee. 
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During  the  summer  our  County  Home  Demonstration 
Agent  held  a  sewing  machine  meeting  at  school.  Several 
ladies  needed  machines  to  clean  and  repair  and  they 
very  kindly  put  their  time  on  the  school  machines.
